GENERAL KOMAROPF. _ 


How the Distinguished Rtuslsn Won Hie 


Present Baul£. 


General Komaroff distinguished liim- 


solf by military tact, andacity and re- 
sourcefulness a9 well 
as 
personal 


bravery in the llusso-Turkish campaign, 
in Asia Minor in 1877, when ho won his 
present rank of General. 
After the 


capture of ArJalian, near the Russo- 
Turkish, frontier. Colonel Komaroff was 
eft m command of a detachment which1 


bad the difficult duty of defending a 
considerable tract of tho neighboring 
mountainous country, and of protect- 
ion- the Russian frontier as well as cov- 
ermg tile flank and rear of the army 
thcuf operating against Kars. \\heii 
the movemout urged by Loris MelikotV 
was made against Krzoroum, Colonel 
Komarotl' executed a very bold and suc- 
cessful manumver. With a flyiugsquad- 
ron he advanced from Ardahau, passed 
rapidly round tho enemy's Hank, and 
came down upon a part of the Turkish 
force which was holding the Panak Pass 
on the .Sahanlough Kange. which com- 
manded access to the town of OHi on 
the northern side, whence tho Turks in- 
tended to attack Ardahau. 
Colonel 


KomarolT's unexpected appearance hail 
such an etlect that the, enemy retreated 
at once without lighting, and t!ie Rus- 
sians were enabled to occupy Panak 
and OHi, and to capture two thousand 
rilles and live hundred thousand cart- 
ridges. 


VV'hcu at a subsequent period of llu 


campaign tlie Russian troops were or- 
dered to retire from Hadj-Vah. Colonel 
Komarol)'. with his detachment, found 
himself placed in a very perilous posi- 
tion by reason of tho withdrawal ol 
the main column of the Russian force, 
from which he became separated by a 
distance of from four to live miles, 
while lie was exposed to Turkish lire 
from thcj twin heights of Great and 
J/iltlo Yalta. 
I>Y a dash lie drove oil 


the two hundred Turkish cavalry who 
hold the Great Yalta, .stationed a body 
of his own men in their place and, un- 
der cover of their lire, brought 
tin- 


main part, of his own force round to 
the eastern slope of the hill, where, 
after a lime, they were joined by re- 
inforcements from the Russian army 
under the very nose of the enemy, anil 
tin: whole force was onabljd to retire in 
oi'ih r. 


Diu-iiv the attack of the Turks ot 


the night of July 91 (August 1) upon 
the Russian camp .at Kiouriovik-lJara, 
Colonel—or rather at this date Gen- 
eral—Korjiu-ol)', for ho had 
already 


been 
promoted to that rank, 
was 


charged with a detachment to take up 
a position at Mount Karaal. four versus 
from the. Russian camp, and there to 
act at his owu discretion, 
it w.is on 


this occasion that he received a wound 
in live breast, which, however, did uol 
prove serious, ihe bullet having struck 
a religious medal which he wore. Gen- 
eral KomarolV subsequently took part 
i:i the storming of Kars, and contrib- 
uted no unimportant share in that cele- 
brated action.

the war lie was made commandant of 
Ualovmi, on the Euxine, and, after the 
Akhul Tekke cxuediliou, he was placed

TALKING TO THE JURY. 


The Lawyers Reviewing the Evi- 


dence in the Durbin Case and 


Drawing Conclusions 


State's Attorney Vail to Close the 


Arguments This Evening. 


Yesterday afternoon additional testi- 


mony on behalf o( Durbin was heard. 
Thomas W. Branson and J. Warshell, of 
Fayette county, added their evidence as 
to the previous good character of the de- 
feiHUnt. Manager F. W. Haines was put 
on the stand to tell that there was a 
Hnmp'-y Dumpty show at the opera 
house on the night of March 7th, when 
the infant disappeared, and when it is 
alleged the defendant and Emily Dunn 
were present for nwhile before returning 
to the Shively residence. 


Dr. R. L. Walstou, Dr. B. F. Sibley, 


Dr. D. N. Moore and Dr. A. M. Kincaid 
testified as experts oud answered the hy- 
pothetical questions propounded by Mr. 
Johns with reference to the state of de- 
compofition of a human body that had 
beou iu the water twenty days. The au- 
sweis wore well guarded, the burden of 
tho testimony being to the ell'ect that if 
the child died on the 7th of the month, 
as alleged iu tne indictment, then a more 
advanced state of decomposition would 
appear them was apparent on the day the 
body was found. 


When tho last 'witness stopped down, 


Durbin. and his counsel retired to have a 
consultation in ono of the jury rooms. 
They were gone about ten minutes, when 
Mr. Johns got the attention of the court 
and stated: "We rest our case." This an- 
nouncement -was something of a surprise 
to the People, as both Mr. Yail and Mr. 
Mills supposed that a herculean ell'jrt 
would be made to impeach Mr. bhively, 
and also that Mr. Eethards and other 
friends of the defendant would be called 
upon to testify. 
Mr. Yail promptly ex- 


pressed his surprise at the sudden close 
of the case, aud when Judge Hughes 
asked how long counsel would want to 
argue the case, Mr. Ashcraft arose and 
proposed to submit the case to the jury 
without discussion. Mr. Vail would not 
agree to this, when tho Judge took occa- 
sion to express his disnpproval of the 
proposition made by Mr. Ashcrnft, be- 
cause ho didn't think the jury thould 
bear it. 


After further talk it was agreed that 


each side should have three hours to 
make arRiimeuts, when court adjourned 
until 8:30 o'clock this morning. 


SJMMINXi Cl' THE EVIDENCE.. 


Tt was expecteJ at the opening of court 


thin morning that the attoruays would 
begiu at once their arguments iu the case, 
but the Judge heard u few motions first, 


At nins o'closk, Mr. I. Iv. Mills faced 


the jury aud began theopeuing argument 
agaiust the defendant. He summed up 
the evidence forcibly and made a strong 
aud eloquent appeal to the jury to iullict 
the death pauaHy ou Ducbin, whom he 
asserted bad beou clearly proven guilty 
by strong circumstantial evidence of the 
murder of his iuuocent babe. Ho had 
the garments takou from the bod/ of tho 
iufuut child brought iuto court, and he 
used them to emphasize his statements 
as to tho positive idautilioatinu of the 
child. Mr. Mills hpoko one hour aud 
thirty minutes. 


Mr. W. C. Jolius, senior counsel fur the 


dtjfouxlunt, olo.itd hit argument butweau 
]•_' uud 1 o'clock, la opening-, he paid 
his rcFpcots to Mr. Mills by makiug a 
few cutting remark!!, and then addressed 
hiinsolE to the alleged cor.llictiu;,' charac- 
ter of t he evidence against Lis client. 
He held that the circumstantial evidence 
did not point to the guilt of Durbin and 
declared that under Hie law he should bo 
acquitted. Mr. Johns made n powerful 
speech, nod commanded the attention of 
all iu the court room. 


Mr. Ashcrnft, for the defendant, will 


speak this afternoon, and Mr. Vr.il will 
follow, closing the o«30 for the People. 


The instructions have bean prepared, 


and Judge Hughes will probably read 
them to the jury botwef 11 5 and C o'clock. 


The verdict ought to be known before
